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ís this. mnique in Detroit almost as soon as it 
came out and sent it to us. Our LNS packets didn't 
a arrive until just before publication.) 
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This conminieation does not accompany a bombing or a 
spectfie action. We want to express ourselves to the mass 
movement not as military leaders but as tribes at coun- 
etl, It has been nine months since the townhouse ex- 
plosion. In that time, the futwe of our revolution has 
been changed decisively. A growing illegal organization 
i of young women and men can live and fight and love in 
Babylon. The FBI can't catch us; we've pierced their 
l bullet-proof shield. But the townhouse forever destroy- 
l ed our belief that armed struggles is the only real re- 
d volutionary struggle, 
b This is a communication for our friends, We've sent it 
to those in the underground media we feel closest 
to. So we need your help in circulating it by sending 
it to all the underground and college newspapers in your 
area. If you want to, hold a press conference about this. 
There have been several statements that have appeared 
recently, claiming to be from the Weather underground. 
The article that appeared in Chicago claiming to have 
been from someone involved in the second bombing of the 
Haymarket pig statue is not accurate or from anyone we 
can identify. Likewise, the statement that appeared in 
Berkeley last Thursday, signed Bernardine, did not come 
— from us. 
At one time we thought that it didn't matter if people 
sent out false communiques, as that would confuse the 
enemy. But now it seems that this is not a good tactic. 
It undercuts our ability to be clear about who we are 
and what we are doing; it makes it more difficult to 
struggle with people with whom we may have differences. 
We may be able to help others avoid mistakes we have 
made. So we will probably indicate if a statement is 
false and we'll try to be clear about authenticating 
ours, 


It is time for the movement to go out into the air, to 
organize, to risk calling rallies and demonstrations, to 
convince that mass actions against the war and in sup- 
port of rebellions do make a difference. Only acting o- 
penly, denouncing Nixon, Agnew, and Mitchell, and sharing 
our numbers and wisdom together with young sisters and 
brothers will blow away the fear of the students at Kent 
State, the smack of the Lower East Side and the national 
silence after the bombings of North Vietnam. 

The deaths of three friends ended our military concep- 
tion of what we are doing. It took us weeks of careful 
talking to rediscover our roots, to remember that we had 
been turned-on to the possibilities of revolution by

denying the schools, the jobs, the death relationships we 
were "educated" for. We went back to how we had begun 
living with groups of friends and found that this re- 
volution could leave intact the enslavement of women if 
wemywonensdidqnotefightytowendwand™ change it, together. And 
marijuana and LSD and little money and awakening to the 
black revolution, the people of the world. Unpro- 
gramming ourselves; relearning Amerikan history. The 
first demonstration we joined; the first time we tried 
to convince our friends. In the wake of the townhouse 
we found that we didn't know much about each others! 
pasts -- our talents, our interests, our differences. 

We had all come together around the militancy of young 
white people determined to reject racism and U.S. ex- 
ploitation of the third world. Because we agreed that 
an underground must be built, we were able to disappear 
an entire organization within hours of the explosion. 
But it was clear that more’had been wrong with our 
direction than technical inexperience (always install a 
safety switch so you can turn if off and on and a light 
to indicate if a short circuit exists). 

Diana, Teddy, and Terry had been in SDS for years. 
Diana and Teddy had been teachers and both spent weeks 
with the Vietnamese in Cuba. Terry had been a com- 
munity organizer in Cleveland and at Kent; .Diana had 
worked in Guatamala. They fought in the Days of Rage in 

‘Chicago. Everyone wes angered by the murder of Fred 
Hampton, Because their collective began to define armed 
struggle as the only legitimate form of revolutionary 
action, they did not believe that there was any revolu- 
tionary motion among white youth. It seemed like black 
and third people were going up against Amerikan imper- 
ialism alone, 

Two weeks before the townhouse explosion, four members 
of this group had firebombed Judge Murtagh's house in 
New York as an action of support for the Panther 21, 
whose trial was just beginning. To many people this was 
a very good action. Within the group, however, the 
feeling developed that because this action had not done 
anything to hurt the pigs materially it wasn't very im- 
portant. So within two weeks time, this group had moved 
from firebombing to anti-personnel bombs; Many people in 
the collective did not want to be involved in the large 
scale, almost random bombing offensive that was planned. 
But they struggled day and night and eventually, everyone 
agreed to do their part. 

At the end, they believed and acted as if only those 
who die are proved revolutionaries. Many people had been 
argued into doing something they did not believe in, many 
had not slept for days. Personal relationships were full 
of guilt and fear. The group had spent so much time 
willing themselves to act that they had not dealt with 
the basic technological considerations of safety. They 
had not considered the future: either what to do with

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the bombs if it had not been possible to reach their tar- 
gets, or what to do in the following days. 

This tendency to consider only bombings or picking up 
the gun as revolutionary, with the glorification of the 
heavier the better, we!ve called the military error. 

After the explosion, we called off all armed actions 
until such time as we felt the causes had been under- 
stood and acted upon. We found that the alternative di- 
rection already existed among us and had been developed 
within other collectives. We became aware that a group 
of outlaws who are isolated from the youth communities 
do not have a sense of what is going on, can not develop 
strategies that grow to include large numbers of people, 
have become "us" and "them." 

It vas a guestion of revolutionary culture. Either you 
saw the youth culture that has been developing as bour- 
geois or decadent and therefore to be treated as the en- 
emy of the revolution, or you saw it as the forces which 
produced us, a culture that we are part of, a young and 
unformed society (nation). 

In the past few months we have had our minds blown by 
the possibilities that exist for all of us to develop 
the movement so that as revolutionaries we change and 
shape the cultural revolution, We are in a position to 
change it for the better, Men who are chauvinists can 
change and become revolutionaries who no longer embrace 
any part of the culture that stands in the way of the 
freedom of women. Hippies and students who fear black 
power should check out Rap Brown's Die Nigger Die and 
George Jackson's writings. We can continue to liberate 
and subvert attempts to rip off the culture. People be- 
come revolutionaries in the schools, in the army, in 
prisons, in communes and on the streets. Not in an un- 
derground cell. 


Because we are fugitives, we could not go near the 
Movement. That proved to be a blessing because we've 
been everywhere else, We met as many people es we can 
with our new identities; we've watched the TV news of 
our bombings with neighbors and friends who don't know 

a ebre Weatherpeople. We are often afraid but we 
take our fear for granted now, not trying to act tough. 
What we once thought would have to be some zombie-type

m though"we have not commnicated about ourselves 
specifically before this, our actions have said much a- 
bout where our heads are at, We have obviously not gone 
in for large scale material damage. Most of our actions 
have hurt the enemy on about the same military scale as 
a bee sting. But the political effect against the enemy 
has been devastating. The world knows that even the white 
youth of Babylon will resort to force to bring down im- 


perialism. 
The attacks on the Marin County Court House and the 


Long Island City Jail were because we believe that the 
resistance and political leadership that is growing with- 
in the prisons demands immediate and mass support from 
young people. For all the George Jacksons, Afeni Shakurs 
and potential revolutionaries in these jails, the move- 
ment is the lifeline, They rebelled expecting massive 
support from the outside. 

Demonstrations in support of prison revolts are a ma- 
jor responsibility of the movement, but someone must 
call for them, put out the leaflets, convince people that 
it is a priority. We ere so used to feeling powerless 
that we believe pig propaganda about the death of the 
movement, or some bad politics about rallies being obso- 
lete and bullshit. A year ago, when Bobby Seale was 
ripped-off in Chicago and the movement didn't respond, 
it made it-easier for the pigs to murder Fred Hampton. 
Now two Puerto Ricans have been killed by the pigs in 
the New York jails, in retaliation for the prisoner re- 
bellion. What we de or don't do makes a difference. 

It will require courage and close families of people 
to do this organizing. Twos and threes is not a good 
form of anything--it won't put out a newspaper, organize 
a conference on the war, or do an armed action without 
getting caught. Our power is that together we are mo- 
bile, decentralized, flexible and we come into every 
home where there are children who catch the music of 


freedom and life. z 
The women and men in jails are POWs held by the United 


States, When an Amerikan pilot is shot down while bomb- 
ing North Vietnamese villages, he is often surrounded by 
thousands of people who have just seen their family and 
homes destroyed by the bombs he was delivering. Yet the 
man is not attacked and killed by the Vietnamese but is 
cared for as a prisoner. Nixon is now waging a last 
ditch moral crusade around the treatment of these Amer- 
ikan war criminals to justify all his impending atroci- 
ties. 
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The demonstrations and strikes following the rape of 
Indochina and the murders at Jackson and Kent last May 
showed the real power and made a strong difference, New 
people were reached and involved and the government was 
put on the defensive. This month the bombings could have 
touched off actions expressing our fury at double-talk- 
ing Laird and his crew--war research and school admini- 
strators and travelling politicians are within reach of 
our leaflet, our rallies, our rocks. Women’s lib groups 
can find in Nguyen Thi Binh a sister for whom there is 
love and support here. Her proposals for peace must be 


explained and Bloody Dick's plans to use more bomgrs to 
replace the GIs who are refusing to fight exposed as the 
escalation and genocide it is. Vietnamization Indianize- 
tion limited duration protection reaction suppressive 
fire horseshit. It seems that we sometimes forget that 
in Vietnam strong liberated women and men live and 
fight. Not as abstract guerilla fighters, slugging it 
out with U.S. imperialism in Southeast Asia, but as peo- 
ple with values and loves and parents and children and 
hopes for the future. 

People like Thai, a fighter in the People's Liberation 
Armed Forces who was in Hue during Tet and at Hamburger 
Hill a year later, or Than Tra, an organizer in the mass 
women's organization and the students! movement in the 
cities, who has not seen her lover in nine years, They 
travelled for a month to come to Cuba to meet with us, 
to sing and dance and explain how it is in Vietnam. There 
i thing brutal or macho about guns end bombs in their 
hands. We can't help thinking that ir more people knew 
about them, the anti-war movement would never had allowed 
Nixon and Agnew to travel to so many cities during the 
past eleetion with only the freaks at Kansas State and 
the people of San Jose to make our anger at his racism 
known to the world. 

The hearts of our people are in a good place. Over the 
past months, freaks and pies and a lot of people in 
the movement have begun to dig in for a long winter. 
Kent and Augusta and Jackson brought to all of us a com- 
ing of age, a seriousness about how hard it will be to 
fight in Amerika and how long it will take us to win. 

We are all beginning to figure out what the Cubans meapt 


when they told us about the need for new men and new wo- 
men. 


People have been experimenting with everything about 
their lives, fierce against the ways of the white man. 
They have learned how to survive together in the poison- 
ed cities and how to live on the road and the land. 
They've moved to the country and found new ways to bríng 
up free wild children. People have purified themselves 
with organic food, fought for sexual liberation, grown 
long hair. People have reached out to each other and 
learned that grass and organic consciousness—expanding 
drugs are weapons of the revolution. Not mandatory for 
everyone, not a gut-check, but a tool -- a Yacqui way 
of knowledge. But while we sing of drugs the enemy 
knows how great a threat our youth culture is to their 
rule, and they employ their allies - the kiiler-drugs 
(smack and speed) - to pacify and destroy young people. 
No revolution can succeed without the youth, and we face 
that possibility if we don't meet this threat. 

People are forming new families. Collectivés have 
sprung up from Seattle to Atlanta, Buffalo to Vermont, 
and they are units of people totrust each other both to 
live together and to organize and fight together. - The 
revolution involves our whole lives; we aren't part- ef 
time soldiers or secret revolutionaries. It is our ray 
closeness and the integration of our personal lives with 
our revolutionary work thet will make it hard for under- 
cover pigs to infiltrate our collectives. It's one thing 
for pigs to go to a few meetings, even meetings of a sec- 
ret cell. It's much harder for them to live in a family- 
for long without being detected. x 

One of the most important things that has changed since: 
people began working in collectives is the idea of what

On Monday, Nov. 23, Sec- 
retary of Defense Melvin 
Laird calmly announced that 
the United States for the 
first time in the history 
of the Vietnam war, had in- 
vaded North Vietnam with 
ground combat troops. A 
small number of troops 
landed in the north some- 
where near Hanoi, their 
avowed purpose being to 
free Americans held in 
prisoner of war camps there. 
This action by itself re- 
presents a dangerous new 
escalation of the war, but 
taken together with the re- 
sumption of the bombing of 
the north, these acts 
further expose the phoniness 
of Nixon's "peace initiat- 
ives," and demonstrate once 
again that Nixon has no in- 
tention of ending the war. 
It has become a litany 
during the Nixon admin- 
istration that all acts of 
war are taken in order to 
save the lives of American 
soldiers. (Johnson, you 
remember, always claimed 
his actions were taken in 
order to win the war.) Thus 
the reported reason given 


ing was that these were in 
retaliation for the downing 
of an unarmed reconnaissance 


plane, and hence aimed at 
saving the lives of pilots 
in the future. But the lie 
to this argument was given 
by sources inside the ad- 
ministration itself. 

One high administration 
official has stated that"If 
this strike(the, bombings) 
is successful,...it will 
present quite a setback tő 
the enemy." Another source 
enlarged on this: "In part, 
we're locking to next summer 
and beyond, when our force 
levels will be down consi- 
derably. In that context, 
you can talk of this as an 
inhibitory kind of attack" 
(New York Times). These com- 
ments indicate that Nizon 
has still not completely 
given up the old Johnson 
strategy of carrying out 
bombings in order to hurt 
the other side militarily 
and force them to negotiate, 
a strategy that has conclu- 
sively proved its bankrupt- 
cy in the past. 

The raid into North Viet- 
nam is an entirely different

leadership is. People -- and especially groups of sis= 
ters -- don't want to follow academic ideologues or au- 
thoritarians. From Fidel's speeches and Ho's poems 
we've understood how leaders grow out of being deeply in 
touch with movements. From Crazy Horse and other great 
Indian chiefs we've learned that the people who respect 
their tribe and its needs are followed freely and with 
love. The Lakotas laughed at the whites' appointing 

one man to be chief of all the Lakota tribes, as if 
people wouldn't still go with whichever kader they 
thought was doing the right thing! 

Many of these changes have been pushed forward by 
women both in collectives with men and in all womens’ 
collectives. The enormous energy of sisters working 
together has not only transformed the movement inter- 
nally, but when it moves out it is a movement that 
confuses and terrifies Amerika. When asked about the 
sincerity of Mme. Binh's proposals Ky says, "never trust 
a woman in politics." The pigs refuse to believe that 
women can write a statement or build a sophisticated 
explosive device or fight in the streets. But while we 
have seen the potential strength of thousands of women 
marching, it is now up to revolutionary women to take the 
lead to call militant demonstrations, to organize young 
women, to carry the Viet Cong flag, to make it hard for 
Nixon and Ky to travel around the country ranting about 
POWs the same day that hundreds of women are being tor- 
tured in the prisons of South Vietnam. 

It's up to us to tell women in Amerika about Mme. Binh 
in Paris; about Pham Thi Quyen, fighter in the Saigon 
underground and wife of Nguyen Van Troi; about Mme. Nguyen 
Thi Dinh, leader of the first South Vietnamese Peoples 
Liberation Armed Forces unit uprising in Ben Tre in 1961; 
about Celia Sanchez and Heidi Santamaria who fought at 
Moncada and in the Havana underground; about Bernadette 
Devlin and Leila Khaled and Lolita Lebrun; and about Joan 
Bird and Afeni Shakur, and Mery Moylan here. 

We can't wait to organize people until we get ourselves 
together any more than we can act without being together. 
They must go on at the same time. None of these changes 
that people are going through are rules and principles. 
We are in many different regions of the country and are 
building different kinds of leaders and organizations. 
It's not coming together into one organization, or paper 
structure of factions or coalitions. It's a New Nation 
that will grow out of the struggles of the next year.

to old policies but a 
qualitatively new escalation 
of the war. The major mo- 
tivation for the raid was 
probably a desire to bring 
off some dramatic act in 
order to bolster the patri- 
otic front at home, a front 
which has recently been hit 
with massive doses of prora- 
ganda about the plight of 
prisoners of war and of 
their wives at home. Yet 
its implications are much 
more far-reaching. Whatever 
its actual purpose, what the 
raid signifies to the North 
Vietnamese is that a major 
military action or invasion 
of their country cannot be 
ruled our in the future. 
It is the possibility that 
this is exactly the message 
Nixon meant to transmit to 
Hanoi which makes this new 
escalation so serious. 
Nixon's latest surprises 
are a response to the con- 
tinuing quagmire he finds 
himself stuck in. Unable to 
win the war, and - because 
of the growing protest move- 
ment at home, combined with 
the social dislocation 
caused by the war - unable 
to maintain the U.S. pre- 
sence there at its current 
levels, he decided to de- 
vise some strategy aimed at 


the NLF would be willing to 
accept some settlement ac- 
ceptable to the U.S. "Viet- 
namization" was his sol- 
ution. 


VIETNAMIZATION 


Vietnamization aimed at 
reducing the cost of the 
war, cutting back the U.S. 
troop commitment while 
propping up the South Viet- 
namese army so that it 
could handle most of the on- 
going fighting. It was 
never viewed as a strategy 
which would actually result 
in the Saigon regime being 
able to stand alone, but 
was only aimed at pacifying 
the social protest movement 
at home so that the war 
could continue indefinitely. 
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The recent escalations, like 
the invasion of Cambodia, 
are evidence that this 
strategy has been a failure. 
In fact, Vietnamization, 
rather than propping up the 
Saigon regime, has further 
undermined it, driving 
people further into opposit- 
ion to both the regime and 
to U.S. imperialism. It is 
doubtful at best that any 
real pacification has oc- 
curred in the countryside. 
Even the U.S. admits that 
the NLF still controls most 
of it. Recent reports also 
show that pacification has 
been a flop in the cities. 
Vietnamization has neces- 
sitated greatly expanding 
the South Vietnamese army, 
creating severe manpower 
problems. This in turn has 
led to massive demonstrat- 
ions by students, young 
people, and army veterans. 
Ngo Cong Duc, a deputy in 
the Saigon National Assembly 
and a leader of the opposit- 
ion, has described the re- 
pression that has followed: 
"On the political Level, 
with the Vietnamization of 
the war, the United States 
seeks only to uphold the 
militariste and pro long the 
war. The government of Mr. 


Nguyen Van Thieu ia a dic- 
mial government whieh zata 


persecutes all those who 
atruggle for peace and in- 
dependence, and jails the 


innocent. At the present, 27 


the Nguyen Van Thieu gov- 
ernment severely represses 
all opposition movements. 
Several hundred war victime 
are being held in jails; 
several hundred students 
were taken to military 
training camps; the presid- 
ent of the Student Unton 
of Saigon-Hue is in prison. 
ALL are subjected to the 
most savage kinds of tor- 
ture” (from Win magazine).

The tract which 
is being circulated throughout Wash- 
ington reads as follows: 


THE DRAFT BOARDS ARE BEING STRANGLED! 


CITIZENS! A situation of grave danger 
now confronts the Local Draft Boards 
in our area. Their very existence has 
been called into question, and hence 
the continuation of our war against 
ageression in Southeast Asia. We call 
upon all of you--Left, Center, and 
Right--to help put an end to this 
danger, to restore Law and Order, be- 
fore the SPARK becomes a conflagra- 
tion which engulfs the entire coun- 
try. 


“OTHE SITUATION IS THIS: Forvthe. past. Usually. duplic 


few weeks, unscrupulous anarchists in 
the Seattle area have bombarded their 
local draft boards with all sorts of 
CRANK MAIL. For example, MAGAZINE 
SUFSCRIPTIONS have been taken out in 
the names (and office addresses) of 
the CLERKS--who, as everyone knows, 
actually run the boards, These Roman- 
tic Revolutionaries have taken to 
haunting magazine racks and stealth- 
ily pulling out the POSTAGE PAID, 
BILL ME LATER COUPONS from the in- 
nards of the magazines. They then 
check a costly subscription (usually 
for three years) and send it to the 
local clerk, BILLING HER IN HER OWN 
NAME. (Ed. note: As it happens, 

three years is about the average 
prison sentence for draft resis- 
tanee.] This has naturally resulted 
in the loss of many manpower hours 
as the harried clerks have had to 
send back the magazines and a note, 
or else contend with the credit de- 
partment's harassment. (There are 
some reports that the clerks are ac- 
tually reading the magazines as they 
come in, leading to further waste.) 
And this is not to mention the mer- 


. chandise and junk that has to be 


sent back to book clubs, record 
clubs, and stamp approval companies. 
And now that the NAMES AND ADDRESSES 
OF LOCAL BOARD MEMBERS HAVE BECOME 
READILY AVAILABLE, we can expect 
them, too, to come under attack. 
Some stated that THEY WILL QUIT if 
they should start to receive such 
harassment. THIS IS OBVIOUSLY A 
SERIOUS SITUATION. 


But far, far worse then this is the 
PHONY LETTER WRITING: CAMPAIGN! 


The unscrupulous terrorists have gone 
so far as to write counterfeit let- 
ters to the local draft boards. They 
have purposely varied the stationery 
used as well as the style, pens, pen- 
manship and even typewriters. 


RAFT? 


Some letters bear fictitious names; 
others, however, bear the ACTUAL 
NAMES AND ADDRESSES OF RESIDENTS. 
These are either found in the phone 
book or in HIGH SCHOOL YEARBOOKS and 
local COLLEGE DIRECTORIES! And even 
SELECTIVE SERVICE NUMBERS are fabri- 
cated, resembling those used by local 
boards! (This is easily done, since 
the number is little more than a sim- 
ple indication of birthdate and board 
number: e.g., 45 6 44 123.) But, 
although the board requests that all 
correspondence come with the writer's 
number, in actuality many forget to 
enclose it. This makes it impossible 
for the board to automatically reject 
those letters which don't have numbers 
on them. And those which cerry phony 
numbers have to be processed up to the 
point that the clerk actually pulls 
out the file and must realize the 
ruse. What is more, certain letters 
obviously do not require an SS num- 
ber; for example, those of the brave 
young men who are writing in to re- 
port that they are now old enough to 
serve their country. 


THE SUBJECT MATTER of the letters 
sates the authentic _ 
Tetters ee day by the 
draft board. Thus, some of them 
are, as already indicated, from young 
men requesting registration. Others 
request a CHANGE IN CLASSIFICATION. 
This can be done for numerous reasons; 
some, noting the stern warning on the 
back of their draft cards, write to 
merely inform the boards of a change 
in health, job, wife, ete. The 
terrorists' instructions leaflet 
lists examples, such as informing the 
boards when one gets a cut, has a cold, 
or sprained an ankle. This leaflet 
also suggests men send a change of 
address letter from everywhere they 
stop while on vacation. Yet others 
request a conscientious objector form. 
Others are from irate wives and par- 
ents -- and so on. The variation in 
letters is far too great to enumerate. 
Nothing that might possibly interfere 
with the proper function of our local, 
neighborhood draft boards escape the 
notice of these sick brains. They 
have found out that as government 
employees, the clerks cannot ac- 

cept gifts from the public, so-they 
are giving the clerks of each board 
five pound boxes o° candy with the 
giver's name and address attached. 
The gift must them be mailed back to 
the giver by the draft board (at 
great expense to our beloved govern- 
ment). When the candy comes back, 
another one of these would-be-des- 
troyers gives the box to a clerk. 

And, since the mail (and to a lesser 
degree, the phones) is the main 
artery of the boards, and since the 
boards are the main source of manpower 
for the Army, we can easily see the 
"REAL DANGER POSED BY DETERMINED 
ACTIVISTS. 


Just last week they escalated their 
action against the Seattle boards. 
On three separate days groups of ten 
and twenty people went into the Sel- 


things which tied up several clerks 
for hours. First of all, just that 
many weird looking people MILLING a- 
round in the office upset the clerks. 
Then all the males who were register— 
ed with the Seattle boards made 
written requests to see their files 
and separate requests for each of 
their friends to see it (which they 
have a legal right to do). While 
each young man was looking at his 
file, he requested the clerk to place 
in his file a stack of subversive 
leaflets, pamphlets, and newspapers 
he had brought along (which the clerk 
has to do by law). This tied up the 
clerks with a monstrous load of paper 
work since each of these registrants 
requested new draft cards, saying that 
his old one had been lost, stolen, or 
destroyed making mere work for the 
clerks, and keeping them from the 
more important work of sending notices 
to serve your country to patriotic 
young men, 


If a small group of people, of any 
age or sex, meeting periodically in 
the safety of their own homes, can 
almost CLOSE DOWN THEIR LOCAL DRAFT 
BOARD, imagine what would happen if 
certain destructive-mined GROUPS 
took up this idea! IT IS ENTIRELY 
CONCEIVABLE THAT THEY COULD SHUT 
DOWN MANY OF THE DRAFT BOARDS ACROSS 
THE LAND - and not just for a few 
hours, but for GOOD. 


THEREFORE, we appeal to all right- 
thinking individuals to become aware 
of just how perilously VULNERABLE our 
understaffed and bureaucratic draft 
boards really are. Even today, a sim- 
ple request, by an honest citizen, may 
take months to process. A PHONY RE- 
QUEST MAY TAKE YEARS!

Saturday (Oct. 24) was 
the clincher.

On March, 20, 1970 officials 
of the Canadian Food & Drug 
Directorate advised the US 
Food & Drug Administration 
that fish taken from Lake 
St. Clair (which borders on 
the US) contained high mer- 
cury residues. On March 

23, Canada banned commercial 
fishing in Lake St Clair. 


Up until then the FDA, 
guardian of purity in Ameri- 
can food, had not apparently 
given much thought to mer- 
cury poisoning. Not that 
there wasn't evidence. In 
1953 in Japan, 111 persons 
died or were severly dis- 
abled from mercury poison- 
ing transmitted thru con- 
taminated fish. And during 
"6h and '65 Swedes found high 


eir fish fish from Lake Calcisieu 


and banned commercial fish- 
ing in many of their lakes 
and rivers. 

On getting the word from 
Canada, the FDA rapidly 
moved into action and by 
May had set up a maximum 
safe level of 0.5 parts per 
million of mercury in fish. 
Under FDA regulations if 
any harmful substances are 
found in food, the food can- 
not be shipped in inter- 
state commerce. Setting up 
the 0.5ppm guideline immed- 
iately protected the commer- 
cial fishing industry and 
of course the industries 
that are dumping the mercury 
The 0.5ppm guide is based on 
the Swedish lppm which has 
been criticized as much too 
high. The Swedes also re- 
commend that fish not be 
eaten more than once a week. 


The World Health Organi- 
zation recommends a maxi- 
mum safe level of 0.05ppm. 

The major users of mercury 
in this country are the 
manufacturers of electri- 
cal apparatus and chlorine 
and caustic soda. They 
use 4 to 6 million 1bs/ 
year. The chlorine-alkali 
industry loses approximate- 
ly .45 lbs of mercury per 
ton of chlorine produced. 
Seventy five US chlorine- 
alkali producers pollute 
the environment with 1.2 
million lbs of mercury 
each year. 


Mercury is dispersed in 
oxide form which is not 
sduble in water, It sinks 
or floats along and is acted 
‘upon by bacteria. The bac- 
teria converts the mercury 
oxides to soluble mercury 
compounds which are ingested 
by fish. This process is 
particularly efficient where 
there is a lot of sewage, as 
in our mighty Mississippi. 

On July 8 the LA Wildlife 
& Fisheries Commission and 
the LA Health Department 
announced that crabs and 


were unfit for human con- 
sumption. Mercury levels of 
from .5 to 1.4ppm were mea- 
sured in Lake Calcasieu 
crabs and .5 to lppm in 
other fish. On July 11 the 
Stream Control Commission 
held a hearing (better late 
than never) on mercury pol- 
lution. An official from 
PPG Industries (the company 
responsible for the mercury 
in Lake Caleasieu) promised 
not to pollute Lake Cal- 
casieu as much as they had 
previously been doing. They 
had been dumping 18 lbs of 
mercury every dey into the 
lake and said they were now 
able to reduce it to 1 1b/ 
day. The Stream Control 
Commission, understanding

Lake Calcasieu fish are poi- 
sonous and should not be 
eaten. How do you know if 
the fish you're eating are 
from Lake Calcasieu? You 
will have to assume that the 
LA Health Dept., the Wild- 
life and Fisheries Commis- 
sion, and the Stream Control 
Commission are looking out 
for your best interests. 

What about the rest of the 
fish in LA? So far as we 
know, no state agencies have 
made any tests. Maybe they 
have faith. The Feology 
The Ecology 
Center in cooperation with 
Will Posey a graduate stu- 
dent at LSU Baton Rouge have 


‘been conducting mercury 


tests on fish at Venice LA. 
Venice is near the mouth of 
the Mississippi and is a 
long way from Lake Cal- 
casieu. It is also a long 
way from the industrial 
sources of mercury. Their 
tests were made on the edi- 
ble flesh of the fish, not 
in the fatty tissues or liv- 
er where the mercury would 
tend to accumulate. The 
method was atomic absorp- 


tion, spectrophotometry, 
ere are the mercury levels

No state agency has in- 
formed the people of Louisi- 
ana that the fish they eat 
may be poisonous. Maybe 
they're too busy? The 
Ecology Center plans to run 
more mercury tests in the 
Gulf. Perhaps the LA Dept. 
of Health could send an ob- 
server. They Might learn 
something.

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WASHINGTON, D.C.--In all 
likelihood there will be a 
serious drive to create a 
Populist wing within the 
Democratic Party before the 
1972 election. The idea, 
which originates with young 
northern liberals, is to 
stitch together a political 
apparatus which can embody 
and develop the politics of 
Ralph Nader. Nader himself 
in the past has shied clear 
of formal politics, but 
many of the younger lawyers 
and technicians he has at— 
tracted are anxious for po- 
litical power. Within the 
past two years, this net- 
work of consumer protec- 
tionists, environmental ex- 


perts, automotive engineers, 


doctors, college students, 
ete., have created a jury- 
rigged political organiza- 
tion with national and re- 
gional bases. And in recent 
months northern liberals, 
former Kennedy and McCarthy 
backers, have come out of 
their sulk, and want to 
climb on the Nader band- 
wagon. 

The main argument for the 
new populism is simply that 
the movement exists and 
should be captured. Agnew 


tried and apparently failed. 


Nader, on the other hand, 
has largely succeeded in 
defining a fresh political 
consciousness for masses of 
Americans by simply in- 
structing them in the hor- 
rors of the multi-national 
corporation. Nader, not

GRASS ROOTS MOVEMENT 


Through legal attacks 
Nader demonstrated how 
corporations screw consu- 
mers, how they create and 
further environmental pol- 
lution, how they unite with 
corrupt unions in oppress- 
ing workers. He even has 
demonstrated, so the argu- 
ment goes, that reforms 
don't work--by pushing for 
reform legislation, then 
attacking the reforms as 
ineffective. His attacks, 
which until recently took 
the form of suits, press 
conferences or Congres- 
sional testimony, now are 
building into grass roots 
movements.

One such movement, for 
example, is aimed at cre- 
ating shareholder democracy 
at GM; in the end it aims 
to turn over the largest 
corporation in the world to 
a directorate of workers 
and consumers, Another 
movement is aimed at cre- 
ating regional groups to 
work on environmental is- 
sues, consumer protection, 
and to figure out ways to 


college students in Oregon 
“and blue collar Wallaceites 
in Chicago. 

Various aspects of the 
new populism make it at- 
tractive to practical 
politicians within the 
Democratic Party. It of- 
fers a coherent politics 
tied directly to economic 
policy. It deals with the 
war and blacks as part of 
the overall struggle against 
the corporation. 

The new populism could 
develop a strong pro-nation- 
ist tendency, especially as 
the multi-national corpor- 
ations move their deals with 
the so-called "revolution- 
ary" third world countries. 
Those arrangements, for in- 
expensive labor and raw 
materials, will result in 
more lost jobs for U.S. 
workers. In effect, this

tendency will fuel a pop- 
ulist attack on internat- 
ional capitalism. 

The rhetoric of the new 
populism is important too. 
Tom Hayden talks about "im- 
perialism", The women's 
liberation about "male 
chauvanism", Charles Reich, 
about levels of "conscious- 
ness" and the “corporate 
state". Nader talks about 
Adam Smith and bringing 


certain nostalgia for Huey 
Long, whom they regard as a 
genuine American radical who 
went off the deep end; their 
hero is Wright Patman. They 
think Harold Hughes might 
make a Presidential candid- 
ate, but would probably pre- 
fer Ramsey Clark. And, of 
course, there is consider- 
able talk of Nader himself. 
Richard Ottinger, the New 
York Democratic Senatorial 
candidate, recently em- 
traced Nader and populism. 
Richard Goodwin, the 
switch-hit speech writer, 
has just written a book 
endorsing populism which 
means it will be chic. Sam 
Brown, the former McCarthy 
leader, is a new populist. 
Even Senator Muskie thinks 
enough of the business to 
have taken a crack at banks 
in his election eve sermon. 
Geoffrey Cowan, a young 
Washington attorney, who 
works on Campaign GM and 
thought up the idea of the 
Muskie speech, believes the 
populist wing will inevit- 
ably take shape. And, of 
course, the major populari- 
zer for populism is Kevin 
Phillips who encouraged 
Republicans to grab for the 
movement with the southern 
strategy. 

Politics are never neat 
and clean, but there are 
certain fundamental problems 
in transferring Nader's 
politics into the politics 
of the Democratic Party, es- 
pecially into a politics 
shaped by northern liber- 
als. Many of the younger 
lawyers who now are calling 
themselves populists are 


graduates of Harvard and 
Yale, come from monied 
families, do their good 
works on funds supplied by 
Ford, Carnegie, Rockefeller, 
and department store found- 
ations. They represent in 
their work the very forces 
Patman, for instance, has 
fought so long to overthrow. 
By taking money from found- 
ations, they have strength- 
ened the hand of the north- 
ern corporate liberals who 
use the device of tax 
exempt foundations to main- 
tain and increase their pol- 
itical base. Moreover, the 
young lawyers and techni- 
cians tend to be intellect- 
uals, and populism, even in 
its new renderings, is de- 
cidedly anti-intellectual. 


TOKEN REFORMS 

Put in more concrete 
,terms, the consumer and 
environmental "reforms" of 
the last few years some- 
times appear to be tokens; 
their major effect being to 
ease the conscience and 
persuade people the system 
works. A horrid example 
is the recent mine safety 
law. More miners have died 
since the passage of that 
law than before. Reports 
indicate that the terrible 
mine dust which causes 
black lung is thicker than 
ever. The packaging reform 
laws of the last few years 
have not stopped the dis- 
tortions in package advert- 
ising. The campaign to 
make autos safer does not 


it has provided manufactur- 
ers with an excuse to raise 
prices. 

And it's not clear 
whether northern liberals 
have thought through their 
new populist position very 
well. The most recent 
populist coalition was put 
together on the House 
floor by Patman against bank 
holding companies. It 
included Southern Democrats, 
right wing Republicans who 
hate the eastern bankers, 
members who bent beneath 
the lobby of insurance a- 
gents led by Nixon's old 
law firm, and some liberal 
stalwarts. The pro-bank 
gang in the Senate included 
northern liberal corporate 
tools such as Williams of 
New Jersey, Brooke of Mass- 
achusetts, and Cranston of 
California. Even Ester 
Peterson, LBJ's consumer 
adviser, showed up to at- 
tack Patman in behalf of 
a union-owned bank. 

Critics of the new popu- 
lism argue that it will 
soon become a guise be- 
hind which elitist lawyers 
seek to build ersatz move- 
ments to strengthen their 
own position as the tech- 
nicians who work out ac- 
comodations with large 
corporations. 

While Nader has stayed 
clear of organized politics 
in the past, the future of 
his sort of politics, now 
really depends on how he 
handles the politicel agents 
who are beginning to seek 
to capture his operation. 
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11 NOT GUILTY 
AT ISLA VISTA 


SANTA BARBARA (LNS)--A 
superior court jury has re- 
fused to convict on felony 
charges any of the 11 stu- 
dents or former students at 
the University of California 
at Santa Barbara charged 
with arson in the burning 
of the Bank of America here 
last February. 

In the longest criminal 
trial in Santa Barbara his- 
tory, the jury had to decide 
the verdicts on over 40 
charges coming out of an 
incident Feb, 25, when ri- 
oters burned down the Isla 
Vista branch of the Bank of 
America. 

Four of the 11 defendents 
were convicted of misde- 
meaner charges of partici- 
pating in a riot and urging 
to riot. Two of the accused 
were acquitted and the jury 
was unable to reach a ver- 
dict regarding the remain- 
ing five. 


When the verdicts were 
first read in the court- 
room of Judge John Westwick, 
two of the defendents were 
pronounced guilty of arson-- 
William Hoiland, 22, and 
Richard Fisk, 21. But when 
the judge polled the jury, 
the first juror who rose 
denied that he had agreed 
with the guilty verdict a- 
gainst the two. 

The dissenting juror was 
Joseph Keefe, a librarian 
at UCSB and the last to be 
seated on the panel when 
the trial began. The aston- 
ished judge then declared 
the verdict invalid, and 
said that the jury was un- 
able to reach a verdict on 
Hoiland and Fisk. 

The prosecution let out 
all she stops for the sum- 
mation, DA William McCracken 
characterized witnesses as 
a "pack of liars." This was 
too much even for the judge, 
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_who followed the summation 


by telling the jury to dis- 
regard McCracken's state- 
ment that "Kuntsler came to 
town (on Feb. 25), did his 
job, and left, and the 
Bank was in ashes," 

Greg Knell, 21, one of 
the defendents, said after 
the trial was over, "The 
case was a fraud, a hoax 
from the very beginning... 
The prosecution was only 
interested in harassing

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and prosecuting the lea- 
dership of Isla Vista." 
The arson charge actual- 
ly pertained to a blaze 
that began four hours pre- 
vious to the fire that 
eventually destroyed the 
$250,000 bank, The first 
involved a burning refuse 
truck that was pushed into 
the building. No one was 
ever charged with the 
actual burning of the bank.

Kaiser is the lead pol- 
luter with 33.2 lbs of mer- 
cury per day. Dow, who also 
brought you napalm, was the 
major source of the mercury 
pollution in the St. Clair 
River, where it was dumping 

over 30 lbs/day. 

It is incidentally against 
the law to pollute the navi- 
gable waters of the US. The 
Refuse Act of 1899 requires 
that any company who wants 
to dump into the US waters, 
get a permit from the US 
Corp if engineers. No com- 
pany in LA has such a permit, 
The Dept of Justice sent a 
directive to US attorneys 
around the country thay they 
were not to prosecute under 
this law. Didn't say why. 
Since this directive the 
Department of Justice sent 
around another message modi- 
fying the first saying the 
US attorneys were not to 
prosecute polluters who had 
permits from the state. The 
Justice Department did not 
explain why the State could 
grant permits that would en- 
able a company to break the 
daw. This Justice Department 
directive makes it difficult 
for enterprising US attor- 
neys like our own Gerald 
Gellinghouse to crack down 
on the pólluters. His 
hands are tied if the State 
had granted permits Four 


weeks ago the Ecology Center 
discovered that Kaiser Alum- 
inum did not have a permit 
to discharge mercury. Doing 
their public duty they call- 
ed this to the attention of 
Gallinghouse. He has not 
replied. 

Symptoms of mercury poi- 
soning which can appear 2 
months after dgse are numb- 
ness of fingers and lips, 
constriction of vision and 
deafness. It can cause 
paralysis, blindness, in- 
sanity and death. In Swe- 
den and Japan, children of 
mothers exposed to mercury 
poisoning but not showing 
symptoms were born with 
mental retardation and 
cerebral pealsey. Among 
the heavy metals, mercury 
ranks second only to sil- 
ver in toxicity to aquatic 
life. ~

blacks, partly as a response 
to a long barrage of gunfire 
poured into their neighbor- 
hoods March 31. They began 
a boycott of downtown mer- 
chants demanding jobs other 
than menial janitorial work 
“approaching a 50-50 ratio 
where at all possible,” re- 
spectful treatment in stores 
and an end to offensive 
name-caliing. From the city 
they demand the removal of 
diehard racist officials, 
50% black employment in 
most city agencies, espe- 
cially the police and fire 
department, and 50% black 
representation on governing 
bodies. From the state they 
demand aid in bringing in- 
dustry to Cairo, in-job 
training, a state human re- 
lations office in Cairo and 
appointment of a special 
judge to hear cases of 
blacks "until such a time 

as the white community den- 


onstrates its willingness 
to end its intense bias 
against Blacks." 

Since many Cairo blacks 
are below voting age and 
since whites control the 
machinery of elections 
(whites apparently voted 
130% of their registered 
number in the last school 
board elections), there are 
few possibilities for jus- 
tice through elections. 

"Tne boycott will remain 
an effective weapon," Koen 
said. "We will continue to 
move around that day to 
day. If this continues 
through Christmas, there's 
gonna be a lot of businesses 
closed." White merchants 
have admitted their re- 
ceipts are 40% of normal and 
that several busipesses 
have gone bankrupt. "The 
boycott's killing Cairo," 
one white businessman said.
